There i* 
a whole Utera|fifft on the mud* of New 
York and vicinity, their Dolor and con­ 
sistency aiel the various degree* of at­ 
mospheric moisture under which they 
w ill !>e reduced to a fluid state, w hile 
toothpicks and matches as characteristic 
of various ro-d aaron ta aud localitien are 
full of m—Bing. 
Now it appears, by what the amateur 
Sherlock Holmes has been revealing in 
a moment of confidence, that tile dead 
walls of New York, stoolie of bouse*, 
baMement entrance* and area gateway* 
are the signpost* of the crim inal classes, 
and that what look like the rude scrawl- 
ings of Istys are in reality tile secret 
symbol* by which burglar* communicate 
w ith each other. 
Chalk marks under the edge of one of 
your front stejis may mean that your 
house ha* been Knitted and w ill Vie tiro- 
ken into on acertain date. A rude draw­ 
ing im the area railings mag to the en 
lightened eye of the initiated mean: 
"Thi* mun has a burglar alarm on his 
Heoond story windows and keep* a revolv­ 
er under his pillow , but the silver is in 
the butler’s pantry on the first floor, and 
the house muy lie entered through the 
second 
basement wiud'iw, where the 
latch I* broken." 
The fraternity which ha* developed 
this sign language to such a high degree 
of i>e rf notion shows considerable ingenu 
ity in its design, fiat no attempt is made 
at accuracy of drawing, as that would 
attract attention. 
Tbe sign picture* of 
the burglars are made to look as much 
like Hie rude scrawl* of uchoolboyn as 
possible. 
Three figures were found scrawled on 
tho gateway of one house. The iuforma 
tion thus pictorially conveyed wa* to.the 
effect that the house was tenanted by a 
lady, one woman servant aud a boy liege 
That he was a boy {togo was indicated 
by battens on his coat, and the servant 
was indicated by a short skirt, dotted to 
resemble a print dress. 
Another picture in tho notebook of 
the amateur Sherlock Holmes was more 
easily deciphered, as it showed merely a 
fleece bulldog guarding the house, a 
warning to all members of the frater 
n it/. Tile next nign, taken from a house 
in the suburb*, wa* more mysterious and 
complicated, but ujsm a study it finally 
resolved itself into the announcement 
that the man who lived there went out 
to business at ll in the morning and re­ 
turned at 0 in the evening. 
Another picture gut tiered by the ama 
taur Sherlock Holmes during his pains 
taking investigation of this subject 
showed accurate information, as was 
subsequently discovered, u|s>ii the part 
of tile sign writer as to the interior of 
the house. 
It indicated that there were 
three electric bell* on the windows, and 
that one woman Hervant wa* employed. 
A crude drawing taken from under the 
edge of u stoop indicated that the aery 
ant there hail been "squared, ” aud this 
house presumably was just really to tie 
burglarized. Home of the booty expected 
to be secured, together w ith warnings as 
to possible difficulties tu b e met with, 
were indicated by sign pictures of silver 
spoons, com aud plate, together with 
tile statement that the place was " A l,” 
but there were significant sketches of a 
dog, a revolver aud electric bells to put 
the thieves upon their guard us to what 
to expect 
Frequently the burglar*, says tile 
u ma tour Sherlock Holmes, put 
these 
sign pictures on houses remote from 
those to which they refer, and in this 
case the identity of the latter is revealed 
by mysterious symbols. 
This was the 
case w ith a rude drawing of u house dis 
covered on a st reet corner. It repremwit 
cd a tall house w ith a line barton! with 
ail arrow head leading to the roof from 
Hie street and indicating that the best 
method of ingress wa* through the roof. 
The street and number of this house 
were also shown by a succession of Hu­ 
mor lls which o u i/ the initiated could 
understand. 
Don’t get frightened wheu you see 
chalk marks on your front stoop or area 
gateway. 
The probabilities are that 
they are merely the idiotic scrawls of 
boys. 
At the same tim e exam ine them 
closely, and if they seem to point to bur­ 
glarious intent or desigu it m ight not bo 
a bad idea to report the matter to the 
police. 
The latter w ill probably laugh 
at you among themselves, having not 
yet developed many Sherlock Holmes 
propensities, but the fai t that the signs 
have been noticed w ill, in some niys 
torious way, soou be known to the crim ­ 
inal*, and those enterprising gentry may 
be frightened off.— New York World.

their contempt would take the prover­ 
bial aud forcible form of rotten eggs 
and dead cats, and the trailer would 
make a closer acquaintance with his 
own wares, both raw and cooked, than 
be m ight And pleasant. 
A publican, convicted of selling un 
sound and unwholesome m l wine, was 
sentenced to drink a draft of the same 
stuff which he sold to the common peo­ 
ple, tho remainder being poured on his 
head, anil compelled to forswear the call 
lug of a vintner in the city of London 
forever, unless he could obtain the favor 
of the king. A note on the record states 
that he was readmitted Ave years later. 
About tbe same tim e we find a wom ­ 
an charged w ith selling ale in a short 
measure quart pot, the tsittom of which 
she had thickened with pitch and cov­ 
ered w ith rosemary, to look like bash in 
tbe sight of her customers. 
It wus 
common practice to put some sort of 
evergreen leaves in the bottom of tank 
anis— hence the proverb, “ Ginii w ine 
needs no bush. ” 
Her sentence wee to 
stand in the “ th ew ,” or female pillory, 
w ith half of the pot attached to it. 
As 
far a* possible, the cause of the offense 
was always exhibited along w ith the 
person punished. 
Severe punishment was meted out for 
endeavoring to raise the standard mar­ 
ket price of corn aud other articles. 
In 
1847 a merchant was imprisoned for 40 
days for enhancing the price of his own 
property. 
He secretly employed a man 
to bring certain of bis own (the mer 
ohaut’s) wheat to tho market, where­ 
upon he Is mg) it his own at twopence more 
per bushel than the market price, of 
coarse taking care to muke the same 
w ell known, forgetting, however, to 
state what he knew about the seller.—

of Independence, July 4, 1777, was cele 
bruted at Philadelphia a* gayly, as pre!

in the art. 
In the morning all the ships, the 
market barges and the armed galleys 
were drawn up in a line before tbe city, 
with their flags and streamers flying 
At I o ’clock, the shore being lined with 
eager spectators, tile yonis were manned 
aud each vessel in turn Anil a Nulato of 
18 guus. 
Wheu the lust salute wa* over, con­ 
gress, with a uumber of officers, civil 
aud m ilitary, limed together and drunk 
the usual patriotic toasts, each toast be 
iug follow ed by a disc]large of artillery. 
And who furnished tile music for the 
feast? Why, a band of Hessian prisoners, 
who had been captured a few mouths 
before at Trenton I Their music was 
much admired. 
After dinner there was a m ilitary 
parade, consisting of companies of horse. 
a body of artillery aud a brigade of reg 
ulur troops from North Carolina, which 
was witnessed 
by congress 
mid 
it* 
guests from the banquet, beside* nearly 
the whole population of the town. 
As 
night drew on the church bells were 
rung 
As soon as it wus quite dark 
there was an exhibition of fireworks mid 
a general illum ination. 
The young and 
old appeared to enjoy the occasion thor­ 
oughly from early morning until late iii 
the evening. 
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New Treatment For Rums. 
A Paris mtslical man cf resources and 
alternat i von bud in hand u case of severe 
and extensive burning, caused by boil 
lug water. Ho deep was the injury that 
the healing process was greatly delayed. 
The patient’* fam ily objected to skin 
grafting, which seemed to be the only 
way to accelerate the process of recov 
ery, mid tbe doctor, as an experiment, 
applied the internal membrane of the 
hen's egg— the w hite film w ith which 
everybody is familiar. The injury must 
have progressed beyond the suppurative 
stage aud shown signs of healthy heal­ 
ing. 
A frt*hly laid egg is broken and 
the membrane im m ediately cut 
into 
narrow strips aud laid carefully across 
the raw surface, then antiseptic dress­ 
ings are applied w ith carbolic solutions, 
and the whole is covered by tin foil. In 
a number of case* this procedure has I 
been em inently satisfactory.— New York I 
Ledger.
